An east-bound Chicago and Northern Pa- 
cific suburban train at Oak Park yesterday 
afternoon struck a wagon containing four 
men. One was killed, another seriously in- 
jured, and the remaining two badly bruised.

The men were in a supply wagon belonging 
to the telephone company and were engaged 
in repairing the telephone lines along Ran- 
dolph street. This street is parallel with the 
railroad tracks, and is not separated from 
them by any fence. Woods was driving and 
attempted to cross the tracks at Clinton 
street, but found the way blocked by the 
suburban train which was standing at the 
station. He turned east on Randolph street 
and was driving on the side of the road 
nearest the tracks. 0 

The train left the station and had attained 
a speed of eight miles an hour when it 
reached Woods with his companions. 

The horse became frightened and dashed 
over the curb and grass plot directly in 
front of the locomotive. The pilot of the 
engine struck the front end of the wagon 
box and cut the horse free, throwing him to 
one side and dragging the wagon on the 
other. 

Williams and Dugan jumped and escaped 
with slight injuries. 

Woods was thrown under the forward 
truck of the first coach and his head com- 
pletely severed from the body. By the force 
of the fall Woods’ head and shoulders were 
forced through the guard. 

Bodine was thrown nearly twenty feet, 
sustaining severe cuts about the head, neck, 
and shoulders. 

The train was stopped as soon as possible 
and Conductor C. B. Robinson and Train- 
man C. Deland drew Woods’ body from the 
guards and it was taken to Drechter’s un- 
dertaking rooms. 

Bodine was taken in the ambulance to 
the County Hospital, where it is said he will 
recover. 

Engineer Reichter was arrested on his 
return trip. 

Woods was one of the telephone company’s 
most valued men. He had been in its em- 
ploy for seventeen years and was in charge 
of its lines at Austin, Oak Park, and La 
Grange. 


MIRAGE LENDS BEAUTY T0 THE LAKE. 


Instead of an Expanse of Water Ap- 
pear Towns, Meadows, and Banks 
Clad in Glistening Verdure. 


Many people along the lake shore late yes- 
terday afternoon enjoyed a sight not often 
seen outside a desert—a mirage. Just be- 
fore sundown the dense bank of smoke that 
had hung over the southeastern horizon 
during the afternoon was rolled aside like a 
curtain by the freshening breeze, disclosing 
a scene set apparently by fairy stage hands. 
Where nothing but an expanse of lake had 
been now stood towns, meadows, and glist- 
éning banks topped with oak and pine — 

One of those who first noticed the shifting 
scene was Fred Bailey, the son of the light- 
housekeeper on the north pier. From where 
he stood at the mouth of the harbor it 
seemed as if the lake had dwindled to half its 
former size, and that Hammond. Ind., and 
Michigan City were quite close enough to be 
annexed. There was not wind enough blow- 
ing to ruffie the surface of the water, but 
four or five miles away the lake appeared to 
have been lifted up as if by the encroach- 
ment of its shores. The four-mile crib was 
apparently close at hand and the workmen 
moving about upon its dock were plainly 
visible. 

Beyond a number of lake craft were plow- 
ing along, the near ones clearly outlined, the 
far ones half hidden in the curtain of mist, 
through which the bright sand dunes of the 
opposite shore were visible. Looking south- 
ward the Sixty-eight street crib was off 
Hyde Park, and the gilded statue of Liberty 
in Jackson Park seemed on her way down- 
town on a shopping tour. Beyond the 
perambulating goddess was the City of Ham- 
mond, which had camped out on the Wooded 
Island. 

The scene lasted for ten minutes. Then, 
as the sun began to sink behind the buildings, 
the winds let fall the curtain of smoke once 
more over the lake, and ships, shores, and 
statue paled away into the darkened east. 
A few minutes later the wind freshened 
again and the smoke was rolled away up 
the lake, but nothing was to be seen save a 
wide expanse of gray water.

PENEZUELA ISSUE AGAIN TALKED OF, 


Kngland Has Beer Lulled Into a Feel- 
ing of Security Which Appears 
to Be Unwarranted. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY JULIAN RALPH! 

London, June 11.—-[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
the New York Journal.}—Some weeks ago 
George Smalley cabled that although En- 
gland had been lulled into a feeling of se- 
curity it is dazed on the misapprehension 
as to the feeling in the United States. He 
Said the danger of the intense strain was 
merely delayed and not removed. This clear 
warning met with an outburst of ridicule 
and contradiction, and it is a matter of gos- 
sip here that Smalley was somewhat dis- 
credited even in the Times office. 

How wise and correct he was we Americans 
know, and today he gets tardy support in the 
Daily Chronicle, which says several well- 
informed Americans now in this country take 
rather an apprehensive view of the position 
of negotiations in reference to Venezuela. 
It reiterated that these have reached no 
Stage which promises a settlement of the 
question, and indeed that none seems within 
sight. A strong warning to a similar effect 
was given by Mr. Smalley some little time 
ago, and other Americans seem unable at 
this later date to regard the prospect as hav- 
ing at all improved. Certainly inquiries do 
not yield any evidence tending to show that 
practical advances towards the solution have 
been made. 

It is understood that most of the negotia- 
tions apropos of Venezuela and the subject 
of general arbitration have been carried on 
at Washington—that is, between Secretary 
Olney and Sir Julian Pauncefote. This is 
only a detail, however, the important thing 
being, as our American visitors point out, 
that as time slips away, two events are ap- 
proaching. One is the Presidential election, 
which is almost certain to result in a Repub- 
lican victory; the other is the publication of 
the report of the Venezuelan Commission. 
The latter speaks for itself. The former 
would mean an American Cabinet, which, 
to say the very least of it, would not be 
more easy to negotiate with than the present 
one. Hence the growing anxiety as to the 
Venezuela negotiations.

WOULD PLEASE FACTIONS.

SOUND MONEY MEN’S OBJECTIONS, 


St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—{Special.}—There 
is every indication tonight of a terrific battle 
over the platform. The silver men will stand 
out for a radical free coinage plank. . The 
Eastern Republicans, joined by those from 
the Northwest, want a declaration for the 
single gold standard. Meanwhile, there has 
sprung up a formidable party midway be- 
tween these two extremes which is clamor- 
ing for what it calls the middle ground.“ 

This movement has taken on large propor- 
tions, has even reached influential leaders, 
who have In some cases begun to waver. 

It is a notable fact that men who came 
here declaring without reserve for a single 
gold standard and saying the battle must be 
fought out once for all, after dodging around 
the headquarters for an hour or two reap- 
peared declaring that it may not be so im- 
portant after all to make a positive declara- 
tion, and that there must be some reasonable 
middle ground on which all factions can 
unite. To such an extent has this pernicious 
influence been allowed to grow in quarters 
where it was least expected that telegrams 
have been sent out urging the friends of an 
unequivocal declaration to come on to St. 
Louis and use their best efforts to prevent a 
straddle. 

There is no disguising the fact that the 
advocates of a weak declaration on the 
money question have been gaining ground to 
a considerable extent. And this; too, in an 
insidious manner, as no one seems to be able 
to trace thé leadership of the movement. 

Various declarations looking much like a 
straddle have emanated from influéntial 
headquarters, and these have come out in 
every case with a suggestion that they 
might do as a compromise. 


One of the Solutions. 


The idea of interweaving the protective 
tariff and financial plank in such a way 
that they could not be separated was re- 
ceived with considerable enthusiaam, it be- 
ing declared generally that such a policy 
would be a master stroke of politics, as it 
would bind to the platform men who were 
committed to either one of these declara- 
tions. 

It was proposed to declare that the Re- 
publican party was in favor of a protective 


tion to lat 
time yield sufficient revenue to 
surplus, and thus to solve the e3 
clal problem. To this declaration was to 
be added a radical declaration against the 
free coinage of silver without an interna- 
tional agreement. 

After this proposed combination plank 
had been studied, some of the more radical 
tariff men declared that it did not give suffi- 
cient prominence to the protection 
which they said was the thing 
most desired. With this idea 
was an easy transition to a series of 
promises, bringing the tariff to the 
as inuch as possible and ignoring the money 
question in a general way. 


Fearful of a Bolt.

NATIONAL COMMITTEE SETTLES 
STATE DELEGATION CONTESTS. 


Spear and Kowalsky of Caflffornia, 
Todd and Sapp of Kentucky, the 
Lee-Long Delegation of Florida, 
White and MeCoombs, Morton Men 
from the Second District of Florida, 
Are Seated by Majority and Unan- 
imous Votes. 

St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—{Special.]—All 
day long the National committee has 
wrestled with contests in various States, 
about sixty in all being disposed of, and 
about forty-seven of these were decided in 
favor of pronounced McKinley men. The 
most important of the lot was decided to- 
night at 11 o’clock, when Richard Kerins, 
who has been making a vigorous fight 
against Chauncey I. Filley, was recognized 
by the National committee, and that body 
by a viva voce vote decided in favor of seat- 
ing Franks and Comfort, two of Kerins' 
delegates. This insures the election of 
Kerins as National committeeman from the 
State of Missouri, provided, of course, the 
Committee on Credentials, when it is ap- 
pointed, sustains the action of the National 
committee in this respect. 6 

The matter has made a great deal of ex- 
citement here in St. Louis, and Filley and 
his friends are hopping mad over the result. 
Filley will fight the matter to a finish be- 
fore the Committee on Credentials, and 
if need be on the floor of the convention. 

The result was a surprise by many, who 
thought Filley was so fortified in his posi- 
tion that he could not be disregarded. The 
committee took the stand that the primaries 
were not held under what is khown here 
as the Ryan election law, and for that rea- 
son were unprecedented, not to say un- 
lawful. 

There was another noteworthy contest, 
which came from the Second District of 
Mississippi. Gen. James R. Chalmers and 
. D. Redmond had credentials to the con- 
vention, which were contested by George 
W. Buchanan and William Simmons. Chal- 
mers and Redmond were avowed McKinley 
men, while the others also were inclined 
toward the Ohioan. Chalmers and Red- 
mond were unseated and the names of 
Buchanan and Simmons placed on the tem- 
porary roll in their stead. 

There are several good fights to come yet 
before the committee, notably those in New 
York State. The committee will resume 
its work in the morning, and long before 
the convention meets will have concluded 
its labor. 

During the sessions of the National commit- 


tee delegates wander about town or stand in 


One 
of the most interesting contests is that from 
Mississippi, disposed of by the National com- 
mittee thisevening. The feeling between the 
two factions, one headed by J. R. Lynch, the 
other. by Jim Hill, is intense.

Politics Causes a Tragedy. 


In 1883, while in the act of casting a Re- 
publican vote, he was shot from ambush 
and killed. The body was taken home, but 
not content with the murder of Matthews, 
the Democrats of the county did their ut- 
most to annoy the family of the dead man. 
While the body was lying in the coffin a 
brass band was stationed in front of the 
house and for two hours poured forth, the 
most jubilant airs they could play. Then 
the brass band was succeeded by a cannon, 
which was kept booming all night long. All 
this time the family phystcian of the Mat- 
thews, an ardent Democrat, begged his 
friends to cease the disturbance out of re- 
gard for Mrs. Matthews, who Was a sufferer 
from heart trouble, but the béasted chivalry 
of the South was forgotten in the heat of 
political animosity. Of the Matthews Here 
at present James M. is a brother of the 
murdered Prentice Matthews and the ofher 
two are his sons. ! 

After the murder of Prentice Matthews the 
Democrats held a meeting in the court-house. 
A resolution was adopted declaring that if 
any citizen of Copiah County suffered in 
person or in 1 the Matthews family 
would be held responsible and immediately 
punished, and that furthermore ff any mem- 
ber of the Matthews family attempted to 
take any part in political life they would be 
killed without warning. 3 

This resulted in the Matthews family mov- 
ing out of Copiah County for a time, but 
they soon returned, and in defiance of Demo- 
cratic Winchesters have perfected a strong 
organization. 

Another Political Refugee. 

Joe Abrams is a political refugee from 
Copiah County. About the time Col. 
Matthews was assassinated Jim Hill was a 
candidate for Congress. He was to speak at 
a Republican meeting and nearly all the 


White Republicans went out fishing. Abrams, 


however, was true to his colors, went to the 
meeting place with Hill, and held an um- 
brella over his head while he delivered his 
speech. This act created a storm of indig- 
nation among the whites, which grew 80 
violent that for safety’s sake Abrams had to 
leave the State, and has since been in St. 
Louts. 

There came near being a tragedy in the 
Mississippi delegation this morning. The 
Lynch faction concerted a story to the effect 
that Hill had made a compromise with the 
Lynch factionists by which all * 1 od 
save one, were to be seated, Hill taking the 
lace of the discarded one. The story was 
old to James M. Matthews of the Hill side.

assembling of the afternoon's session of the 
committee. All the seats in the convention 
from this State are contested, including the 
four delegatés-at-large and those from the 
two districts.

The contesting delegates-at-large was the 
first case taken up.

The con- 
testants are Morton men. 

Gunby presented the case of the contest- 
ants. He justified the bolt on the ground of 
irregularities in the State convention and 
said the election of himself and associates 
had been certified by a majority of the State 
committee. He said about eighty-three un- 
contested delegates joined the bolt, leaving 
about seventy in attendance on the regular 
convention, He alleged among other things 
that the men whose seats were contested 
were allowed to vote on contests in which 
they were interested. 

Judge Thompson appeared for the Lee 
delegation. He said this convention was in. 
all respects regular and that there was no 
justification for the bolt which Gunby had 
admitted was based on a dissatisfaction. 

Continuing Judge Thompson said the bolt 
had taken place before the Committee on 
Credentials made its report and that it was 
understood at the time that the bolt had 
been planned long before. He contended 
that not more than one-quarter of the dele- 
gates went out with Gunby. 


Lee-Long Men Seated. 


Wortin of Pennsylvania moved that the 
Lee-Long delegation be seated. The roll 
was called on this motion and it prevailed 
unanimously. 

The two district contests from Florida 
were disposed of next, Gunby appearing for 
the contestants, who in these cases were 
Morton men, while the contestees were for 
McKinley. In the First District E. C. Weeks 
and Armstrong Pordue were the contestees 
and M. 8. White and J. N. McCoombs the 
contestants, and in the second Dennis Egan 
and I. L. Purcell were the contestees and 
B. W. Archibald and W. G. Robinson the 
contestants. 

Gunby said the questions involved in the 
Second District were the game as those in 
the State at large. He therefore abandoned 
the contest in this case before the committee 
and proceeded to make an argument in favor 
of the contestants from the First District.

He informed 
the committee that hereafter persons, wheth- 
er members of the committee or not, who 
wished to interrupt speakers would be re- 
quired to first address the Chair.

Jacob D. Early of Terre Haute walked into 
Mark Hanna’s room today, and he madea 
roar against Fairbanks’ selection that loos- 
ened the plaster on the ceiling. It seems 
that Indiana is to.elect a United States Sen- 
ator after a while, and the principal contest- 
ants among the Republicans for this dis- 
tinguished honor are Charles W. Fairbanks 
of Indianapolis and the big railroad man 
and banker, W. R. McKeen of Terre Haute. 

Now Early’s idea was that the McKinley 
people ought not to interfere so as to give 
an undue advantage to Fairbanks over Mc- 
Keen. Early thought Fairbanks’ election as 
Temporary Chairman of this convention 
might give him unusual prestige for a United 
States Senatorship from Indiana: so he 
wanted the McKinley men to drop Fair- 
banks and get a Temporary Chairman from 
some other State. 

Bat There Were Reasons. 

But the McKinley men are wise in their 
generation, and they told Early Indiana was 
a great State, and would cast an exceedingly 
important vote in politics. Something ought 
to be done in the way of recognizing the mill- 

tant Republicans, and that was the reason 
in part which impelled them to sustain Fair- 
banks. Then they called Early's attention 
to the fact that Indiana was the home of 
Gen. Harrison, whose friends had rallicd 
right loyally to McKinley’s support, and 
they wanted to compliment the Indiana Re- 
publicans and Gen. Harrison and Gen. Har- 
rison’s friends by the selection of Fairbanks. 
So, according to the present plan, it is Fair- 
banks for Temporary Chairman, one hun- 
dred dollars to a battered dime.“

A great many people want to see Senator 
Redfield Proctor of Vermont, who is partic- 
ularly obnoxious to the Reed men.

J. Sloat Fassett, who starts for St. Louis 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow, had something m- 
teresting to say this morning.

Washington, D. C., June 11.—The inter- 
view given by Joseph Manley conceding the 
nomination to McKinley was a surprise and 
a Shock to Speaker Reed and his supporters 
in Washington. ’ 

The Speaker refused to believe the report 
when it was shown to him last night, and 
denounced it as a lie. Today he declines to 
speak of the matter. Manley took the step 
entirely on his own authority, without con- 
sulting Reed or any of the Reed contingent 
A letter was received at 
Reed’s headquarters, written by Mr. Man- 
ley just before he left Augusta for St. Louis, 
in which he said he had not given up hope 
of Reed’s nomination. His last step is em- 
barrassing to the Reed men. One of the Reed 


managers said: 

The Speaker could not believe that Mr. 
Manley had spoken as quoted until he re- 
ceived corroboration of the interview. He 
has made a mistake. We do not question his 
motives at all. Probably he was laboring 
under the discouragement caused by the ad- 
verse decisions in the Alabama contests, 
which he had expected to gain, as the seats 
undoubtedly belonged to us.“ 

Boston, Mass., June 11.—The Journal pub- 
lishes the following dispatch from W. Mur- 
ray Crane, one of Massachusetts’ delegates- 
at-large: 

St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—While all indi- 
cations point to Maj. McKinley’s nomination 
on the first ballot, I am not prepared to con- 
cede it so far in advance of the convention, 
and I can see that it is possible that the 
nomination May yet go to Mr. Reed if his 
friends will continue to support him.“ 

St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—Joseph H. Manley, 
who yesterday conceded the nomination of 
ex-Gov. McKinley, today gave out the fol- 
lowing statement:

LOOKS LIKE A LONG CONVENTION. 


Little Prospect of an Adjournment Be- 
fore Saturday. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—[Speclal. IA gen- 
eral desire obtains among delegates and 
officers of the convention, and more espe- 
clally among the St. Louis business-men, to 
figure out how long the convention is likely 
to last. There being no opposition practically 
to the nomination of Maj. McKinley for the 
Presidency it was taken for granted at first 
that the convention could finish up its work 
in two or three days, so as to adjourn .not 
later than on Thursday evening. The out- 
look, however, is far from being promising 
for such speed. 

There are something like 150 contests to 
be settled, and they must all go to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials, and each contestant 
will insist on a hearing. It is figured, there- 
fore, that the Credentials committee hardly 
would get through its work in less than two 
days. 7 

The National committee has but to make 
a temporary roll, and yet it has been in con- 
stant session for two days without finishing 
the work. Besides that, the contestants all 
have the right of appeal jo the convention 
itself, and they are likely to exercise this 
right to the utmost. 

Records of Other Conventions. 

An examination of the records of previous 
conventions shows that no one of them since 
that of 1876, when Hayes and Wheeler were 
nominated, has concluded its business be- 
fore the end of the fourth day. At Minneap- 
olis the convention met on Tuesday, June 7, 
at 12:15. The roll of States and Territories 
was called, and the Committees on Perma- 
nent Organization, Rules and Order of 
Business, Credentials, and Resolutions were 
announced? Thereupon, at 1:55, after a ses- 
sion of only an hour and forty minutes, the 
convention adjourned till 11 o’clock the next 
morning. The second day the permanent 
officers were seated, and the rules were 
adopted. The Committee on Resolutions, 
which had the platform in charge, was un- 
able to report, and it was granted further 
time, so that after announcing the mem- 


bers of the National committee the conven- 


tion adjourned till the following day. On 
Thursday the Credentials committee was 
unable to report in the morning, but did re- 
port at an evening session. 

At the same time the platform was sub- 


‘mitted and adopted without debate or divis- 


ion. Friday morning was concerned still 
with contested seats, and they had to be 
disposed of before the nominations could be 
made. Immediately after the selction of 
Gen. Harrison had been made unanimous 
the convention adjourned until evening, 
when Whitelaw Reid was nominated for the 
Vice-Presidency, and some routine business 
was transacted. 


Similar Program for St. Louis. 


Much the same program will be fol- 
lowed here in St. Louis, and as it took the 


Minneapolis convention three days and part 


of the fourth to conclude the preliminary

JAMIESON IS IN TO WIN. 


ILLINOIS DELEGATION FAVORS HIM 
FOR NATIONAL COMMITTEEMAN. 


Ohio Men, After Hopelessiy Attempt- 
ing to Meddle in the Affairs of This 
State, Come Out Flatfooted and De- 
clare They Will Not Work to Elect 
Any Particular Man, but Will Abide 
Confidently by the Decision of the 
Orgunizsation. 


St. Louis, Mo., June 11.—{Special.]—Ten 
days or two weeks ago Gen. John MeNulta 
called on John R. Tanner at the Great North- 
ern Hotel in Chicago, and, after tendering 
him the compliments of the season, by easy 
stages led up to the business incidentto the 
visit. 

Gen. McNulta, as everybody in Illinois 
knows, warmly espoused Maj. McKinley’s 
cause, so he talked right at Tanner, saying 
he wanted to arrive at some sort of an un- 
derstanding as to the identity of the man 
who should be selected by the Illinois dele- 
gation to represent the State on the Nationa! 
committee for the next four years. He 
came, he said, representing the McKinley 
people, who felt it was but right and proper 
that inasmuch as Maj. McKinley was to be 
nouilnated by acclamation virtually at St. 
Louis, Liiinois should come to the front and 
put as her representative on the National 
committee sone man who had been identified 
with the McKinicy movement in the State 
of Illinois from its very incipiency. 

Whereupon Capt. Tanner remarked, in 
his terse way, that the duty of electing a 
member of the National committee devolved 
upon the delegates from the State, and it 
did not concern the Presidential candidate 
or the friends of the Presidential candidate 
who the man was so long as the majority of 
the delegates, who undoubtedly represent the 
choice of the people in the State, made a 
choice. He culled Gen. McNulta’s attention 
to the fact that IIlinols was a State by it- 
self, and had a great many privileges and 
prerogatives of its cwn, and it was none of 
the business of outsiders who were not del- 
egates of the convention to interfere in the 
contest. He salad frankly he was not a dele- 
gate himself, and had no voice in the prem- 
ises, and the work would be done by the del- 
egation. It is a well-known fact, too, that 
over three-fourths of the delegates. fron 
Illinois will vote for Dr. T. N. Jamieson as 
National committeeman. They were se- 
lected with great care, ard although many 
of them: are irstructed for Maj. McKinley 
and others are pronounced friends of the dis- 
tinguished Ohioan, they reserve unto them- 
selves the privilege of voting for Jamieson 
for National committeeman if they so elect. 


Advocates of Calhoun, 


A day or two ago Gen. McNulta and Gen. 
Charles W. Pavey came to St. Louis and be- 
gan raising a howl against Dr. Jamieson. 
They did their missionary work among the 
Ohioans well up in Maj. McKinley’s confi- 
dence, and the burden of their song was that 
Illinois should select some man for Na- 
tional committeeman who had been from 
the beginning of the contest an ardent, open 
advocate of Maj. McKinley’s nomination. 
They poured this talk into the ears of M. A. 
Hanna, W. M. Hahn, and others, and finally 
suggested the name of the man they 
wanted for the position, to wit: Calhoun of 
Danville, Vermilion County, who, it will be 
remembered, made the fight on the floor of 
the Springfield convention to have the four 
delegates-at-large from Illinois instructed 
for McKinley, and a gallant fight it was at 
that. 

While none of the Illinoisans have found 
any fault with Calhoun, because they recog- 
nized his ability and esteemed him highly, 
they simply said they were for Doc 
Jamieson, and that is all there was about 
it. Then Gen. McNulta and Gen Pavey 
changed their tactics. They quit talking 
about Calhoun and brought out as their 
candidate Dawes of Evanston, who probably 
did more for Maj. McKinley in Illinois than 
any other man. This was done because 
Dawes has a great many friends among the 
Cook County delegates and it was thought 
he might be able to take away some votes 
from Jamieson. 

But these Ohio men are smart,“ and to- 
day they put a damper on the movement 
by declaring unhesitatingly that it was not 
the policy of Maj. McKinley’s friends to 
create antagonisms by interfering with the 
wishes and desires of the State delegations. 
It was their idea to recognize organizations 
every time and they declined to meddle in 
the contest.

Filley-Kerens Contest. 


The fight between Filley and Kerens for 
election to the National committee from 
Missouri is becoming more and more bitter 
each hour. After the St. Joe convention, in 
which Filley achieved a complete triumph, 
his cohorts thbught the Kerenites were set- 
tled for good and all. They were mistaken, 
for Kerens is to put up the fight of his life 
to keep Filley off the National committee. 
As a fighter Kerens is hardly qualified by 
nature to be a success. Heisacourtly man, 
who seems to be in politics on nearly the 
same basis as society women take to the 
stage—for elevating purposes. 

Filley is different. He is bluff and brusque, 
a practical politician,’ in all the intrigue 
and wire-pulling the name implies. 

Filley believes political success depends 
upon a perfect organization under the ab- 
solute control of a boss, and he means to be 
boss. His opponents had little faith in their 
ability to down him until he gave utterance 
in his interview on last Saturday night to 
the effect that McKinley would not be nom- 
inated on the first ballot. The interview had 
a disquieting effect on the McKinley leaders 
and Kerens’ friends were quick to take ad- 
vantage of the situation. They immediately 
began to accuse Filley of disloyalty to Mc-

the charge through the State so it would 
reach all the district delegates. 

Frank Buchanan and John L. Bittinger, 
Kerens’ chief lieutenants, have been work- 
ing tooth and nail the last three days to 
down Filley and today they say they have 
sixteen out of the thirty-four votes for 
Kerens. 

Of the remaining eighteen they say three 
are for William R. Warner of Kansas City. 
As Warner is a Kerensite, these votes could 
be swung easily to the St. Louis railroad 
magnate and it is through Warner that 
Filley’s downfall is expected. 

Warner will be here tomorrow morning 
and from then until Monday, when the State 
delegation meets, there will be warm times 
among Missouri Republicans.

PAPAL ENCYCLICAL ON CHURCH UNITY. 


Doctrinal Work to Prove the Suprem- 
acy of the Papal See by Quotations 
from the Greek Fathers.

London, June 11.—-[Copyrighted, 1896, by 
New York Journal. The Courier de Brux- 
elles announces that a papal encyclical on 
the unity of the church and the supremacy 
of the See at Rome will shortly be issued in 
Latin. The document is now complete and 
the translation into the various languages 
is awaited so that they may appear si- 
multaneously with the original. 

It is a doctrinal work in which the Pope’s 
intention is to prove the supremacy of the 
Papal See by numerous quotations drawn 
from the Greek fathers and ancient Oriental 
liturgy. 

Copies of the encyclical will be forwarded 
to all the reigning sovereigns and also to the 
heads of dissenting churches, because the 
leading aim of the document is to bring 
about the union of the various churches 
with the Church of Rome and show why the 
union is necessary. . 

The Pope starts from a fundamental 
principle that the church must be one. He 
sets forth the essential features of unity of 
doctrine and faith ani makes an appeal to 
all well-wishers of liumanity to work for 
this end. 


DIVINE HEALER EVADES OFFICER.

Schrader Is Arrested and Cast Into Jail 
at De Kalb. 

De Kalb, III., June 11.— [Special. August 
Schrader, the divine healer, uniquely cos- 
tumed, appeared here on Monday evening. 
He set up shop at once and numerous un- 
suspecting invalids flocked to his quarters 
to be healed. ? 

He had not been here many hours before 
he was arrested on complaint of the Rev. 
E. W. Huelster, pastor of the Congrega- 
tional Church, who had personally come in 
contact with Schrader some two years ago 
in Desplaines and Park Ridge, where the 
“healer,” he says had falsely represented 
himself as an agent of the Nebraska drought 
and Wisconsin fire sufferers.

Plantation of an American Citizen De- 
stroyed by Spanish Troops.

Ingenio Erecarnacion, Province of Pinar 
Del Rio, Cuba, June 8, via Tampa, Fla., 
June 11.—[Copyrighted, 1896, Press Publish- 
ing Company, New York World.]—Da Costa's 
forces had a lively brush with the Spanish 
troops yesterday at the central plantation 
here. 

After the charge of the forty Cubans the 
Spanish troops left the plantation. They 
had not killed one insurgent, but they after- 
ward murdered four pasificios. This brings 
their account for three weeks up to six inno- 
cent persons killed in cold blood on this single 
estate in addition to the mutilations. One of 
the pacificos killed was named Francisco 


Milian. 

The four men killed were peaceable labor- 
ers. There is absolutely no doubt of this. 
The proprietor of the plantation is an 
American citizen, but this fact did not pre- 
vent the Spaniards from capturing all of his 
laborers in sight and from burning five of 
his colomas, driving the families, destitute, 
into the fields. The owner had absolutely 
nothing to do with the presence of the in- 
surgents on his place. The troops also set 
fire to the unburned cane fields. Neither 
houses nor cane fields were used as shelter 
by the insurgents.

Last March the Champaign County grand 
jury, acting under exceedingly bad advice, 
indicted the members of the Board of Trustees 
of the Illinois University for what is at the 
most a technical violation of the flag law 
passed at the last session.

The Judge should grant the 
motion and put an end to this unjustifiable 
prosecution. ä 


A WEAK, WORTHLESS PLANK. 

A St. Louis dispatch in yesterday's TRIB- 
UNE stated that the latest project was “ to 
interweave the protection and financial 
planks into one significant paragraph.” 
The composite plank which has been 
„passed around quietly for approval,” and 
which has “ been laid before several per- 
sons high in the confidence of Maj. Mc- 
Kinley,” is in substance as follows: 

The Republican party is satisfied with an ade- 
quate system of protection for American indus- 
tries which would give a revenue exceeding the 
expenses, and thus at once solve the existing 
financial problem. It declares that the people of 
the country are satisfied with the currency now in 
existence, but that the Republican party has an 
abiding conviction that the money of this country 
should be as good as that of the most enlightened 
nations of the earth, and that it should be ofa 
character which will pass current in the markets 
of the world. 

Tue TrisuXe would like to know the 
names of the men who concocted this ex- 


traordinary production, and of those who, 


having seen it, approved of it. They must 
be the persons who got up and who indorsed 
the straddling money plank of the Min- 
neapolis platform, which was thought by 
them to be very smart jockeying, but it was 
regarded by business-men as a swindle and 
treated acordingly. 

This proposed plank is worse than the 
foul one adopted then, which helped to de- 
feat Harrison and knock the Republican 
party out of power. It is weaker than 
water. It leaves unsaid about all that 
ought to be said, and part of what it does 
say is not true. 

It evades saying that the existing gold 
standard of values must be retained and 
maintained. It does not say that the party 
is opposed to free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, 
which would result in silver monometallism. 
The battle being waged now is a battle over 
standards, and yet the framer of this plank 
does not mention either of them. He has 
left Hamlet out of his play. He seems to 
think that-the true policy is to play the part 
of the silly ostrich, which hid its head in the 
sand to hide itself from pursuers. aa 

It is alleged that revenue exceeding the 
expenses of the government by raising the 
tariff “ will solve the financial problem.” 
It will assist in its solution, but will not 
solve the problem. 

If the revenues of the government are 
paid in silver certificates as at present, how 
will getting more revenue furnish the gov- 
ernment the gold it must have in reserve to 
keep its legal tender greenbacks and Sher- 
man Treasury notes at par with gold? 
Where will it get the necessary redemption 
gold? 

It is alleged also that “the people are 
“ satisfied with the currency now in exist- 
“ence.” But the free silverites are not. 
They, claiming to be several millions of 
voters strong, “demand” its debasement 
about one-half. The good money men do 
not want the currency to be any less valua- 
ble than it is now, but they are not satisfied 
with the present imperfec§ means for pre- 
serving its value. 

On that vital point this proposed plank 
has nothing to say. It declares. that 
American money should be as good as that 
of “the most enlightened nations of thee 
world,” but it does not suggest how it is to 
be kept so. There is nothing to indicate 
that there is the least trouble about keeping 
at par 846 millions of legal tender green- 
backs and half a billion.of half-fiat silver 
when there is a run on the Treasury for 
gold to redeem them or part of them. 

No one could tell from reading this pro- 
posed plank that there is a silver question or 
a gold question at issue, or that there are any 
differences of opinion about the currency 
among the people. This is what we call the 
silly ostrich policy. : 

The currency plank proposed settles noth- 
ing, favors nothing, and opposes nothing, 
and cries out All’s well“ when the enemy 
is approaching to storm the fort. Therefore 
it will attract no votes to the Republican 
ticket, but repel many. The free silverites 
will laugh at its weakness and deride its 
timidity, while the honest money men will 
spurn it with contempt. 

The candidate who runs on such a plat- 
form need not look forward with confidence 
to election day. He will have to bustle for 
votes if he expects to pull through inst 
a candidate running on a plain, clear-cut 
free silver platform. 


THE UPRISING IN CRETE. 

The situation in the Island of Crete is 
serious, chiefly to the Christians, who are 
in revolt against the Turkish rule. It is 
similar in many respects to the Armenian 
outbreak, and it is probable will result in a 
similar wholesale massacre by the Moslem 
fanatics. The total population of the island 
is only 300,000, and not more than 50,000 
fighting men can be mustered by the Chris- 
tian natives. They could at best carry on 
only a bandit warfare against the immense 
forces of Turkish troops which are already 
pouring into the island. There can be only 
one outcome to such a struggle, and the 
world must be prepared for another exhi- 
bition of slaughter, less than that among the 
Armenians ‘only because there are less peo- 
ple to kill. The hopelessness of the cause of 
the Cretans is based on the policy of non- 
interference which the great powers have 
consistently followed in these Turkish con- 
flicts. When the Armenian massacres 


rests with the Christians who are in revolt. 
Fortunately the world has been educated 
so thoroughly in the relation of Turkish 
diplomacy to truth that the statements 
are discredited in advance, There has been 
a continuous friction, with frequent out- 
breaks, between the two countries ever 
since 1840, when Crete was handed over to 
Turkish rule. An era of better feeling was 
inaugurated in 1878, when the alleged au- 
tonomy was forced from the Sultan, but it 
had a short reign only, and was succeeded 
by open rebellion when the Turkish Govern- 
ment suspended these constitutional priv- 
ileges, The subsequent oppression by the 
Turkish officials has resulted in the fresh 
outbreak. The reports show that the sym- 
pathy of Greece is enlisted in behalf of the 
Cretans, and that active aid is furnished to 
a small, surreptitious extent in accord with 
the well-known desire of Greece to annex 
the island. But this aid can be of little 
material value and the uprising has been 
started at a most inopportune time if the 
Yretans had any expectation of forcing the 
interposition of the powers. Turkey is re- 
established in-the favor and under the sway 
of the Czar, France is with Russia, England 
has demonstrated to the world that she can 
swallow any amount of barbarity, and 
Greece is too weak to be an important 
factor. The Christians in Crete therefore 
can expect no outside aid, and a worse fate 
than any that has been their lot before 
seems to await their inevitable defeat.

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AN ASININE PROPOSITION. 

Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota 
says the nominee of the Republican Na- 
tional convention should be instructed by it 
“to force the gold nations of Europe, 
“through trade discriminations in our com- 
“ mercial intercourse with them, to estab- 
“ish bimetallism as the universal rule.” 

By “ bimetallism ” the Senator means the 
free coinage of silver at an uncommercial 
and therefore false ratio of 16 to 1. He 
wants the President of the United States, 
with 70 millions of people behind him, to 
force the governments of Europe, with 360 
millions of people behind them, to accept a 
half-value silver coin in exchange for goods 
for twice over what it is worth, The 
weapon to be placed in his hands with which 
to coerce Europe is “ trade discriminations.” 
The products of Asiatic, African, and South 
American countries which do not have the 
gold standard are to be given the preference 
of American trade. 

Does this donkey really imagine that Eu- 
rope will be frightened by any “ trade dis- 
erimingtions free silverites can devise? 

Suppose Europe retaliates by refusing to 
purchase the surplus American wheat, 
corn, pork, and cattle, who else will buy it? 
And what will it be worth whea Europe re- 
fuses to purchase it? 

This country sells to Europe double as 
much exports as she buys of imports from 
that continent. This donkey Hansbrough 
wants this country to destroy its profitable 
trade with the Old World in a nonsensical 
attempt to coerce Europe into discarding 
its gold standard of currency for the benefit 
of a handful of silver barons of the Mount- 
ain States. 

The leading product of North Dakota is 
wheat. Its donkey Senator proposes to cut 
off the market in Europe for that staple 
product. Could not the people of that State 


find some man with at least a few grains of 


common sense to represent them in the 
American Senate? 


WORK FOR CIVIL SERVICE. 

The evidence seems clear that the order 
given by Robert J. MacDonald, Superintend- 
ent of Streets, to his foremen, and through 
them to the laborers, not to talk was in- 
tended solely to block the investigations of 
the Civil Service Commissioners. Now 
that the facts are out MacDonald is seeking 
to dodge the indignation of the public by 
asserting that the order was designed to 
keep the men to their work, and had no 
bearing on their actions after working 
hours. Many of the foremen in their at- 
tempts to support this explanation have 
shown they had been well drilled in the 
part, but their clever tactics have been nul- 
lified by the confessions of the others who 
have been induced to tell the truth. 

MacDonald or any one else who attempts 
to interfere with the lawful duties of the 
Civil’ Service Commissioners, duties they 
were elected to fulfill, must be swept out of 
the way. An overwhelming majority of the 
people of Chicago have voted that the spoils 
system must go, and the Civil Service Com- 
mission is the chosen agency to carry the 
will of the people into effect. There is evi- 
dence that a remnant, perhaps a large one, 
of the loafers and deadheads who for years 
have been plundering the city and cheating 
the taxpayers are still sticking like leeches 
to the public treasury. They appear to be 
profiting by the efforts of superior officers 
to keep their frauds concealed. They must 
be torn loose and cast off, and it will go 
hard with any men in high places who are 
found shielding or encouraging these worse 
than barnacles. MacDonald appears to be 
one of this class. Perhaps he hoped he 
would not be found out, or that his pull” 
would protect him. If there are others who 
are counting on immunity for similar rea- 
sons let them be warned in time to stand 
from under, for the weight of political anni- 
hilation is sure to fall. Chicago has de- 
creed for real civil service, and she intends 
to have it. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND HER COLONIES. 

The Congress of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the British Empire, now in ses- 
sion at London, is still considering the feasi- 
bility of making an arrangement between 
Great Britain and its colonies in the nature 
of a zollverein or a trade alliance based 
upon the principle of free exchange of com- 
merce within the empire. Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain at a banquet speech said: 

We ask you from the colonies to attach your- 
selves closer to us. I think you will agree that 
there are no signs here of waning life or decaying 
power. The continuous growth of this country is 
almost as remarkable as the growth of those sis- 
ter nations which we call colonies. __

COLLEGIATE AMENITIES AND POLICE 
a INTERFEREN 
Harvard alumni will view with indigna- 


tion the action of thg police at Cambridge 
who arrested three underclassmen for mere- 
ly violating the city ordinances. A few 
hundred of the students were celebrating 
the victory of the varsity baseball team by 
a parade and a liberal discharge of fire- 
works and pistols when the officers pre- 
sumptuously interfered. No one had been 
shot yet, although the reckless use of the 
firearms in such a mass made that result 
probable, and the demonstration had not 
exceeded the bounds of an incipient riot. 
If these impetuous guardians of the peace 
had only waited the students undoubtedly 
would have shot a few people, torn down a 
few store fronts, and committed other acts 
of educated violence that would have war- 
ranted possibly a reprimand that could 
have escaped criticism. But to arrest these 
jovial spirits who had done no more harm 
than to terrorize the unresponsive citizens 
cannot be viewed with indifference. No 
one should know better than the students 
themselves what they go to college for, and 
the Harvard episode is only one of many 
demonstrations that a little violence now 
and then or even considerable violence now 
and then is one of the indispensable attri- 
butes of a university career. That a col- 
lection of large men who probably never 
had the advantages of classical education 
and whose ideas of violence have been 
formed under the limited training furnished 
by thugs, and who have no higher ambition 
in life than to keep the peace, should wan- 
tonly intrude on an essential part of the 
curriculum of a great institution of learn- 
ing is a spectacle that must evoke the ire of 
the entire student world. 

The indignation will be particularly lively 
at Baltimore, where some students of Johns 
Hopkins University happen to be suffering 
from a similar humiliation. In this case the 
college amenities have not been confined to 
a single night, but have been distributed 
throughout the week to the undoubted ela- 
tion of a large majority of the undergradu- 
ates, The pleasantries included such re- 
finements of humor as painting the word 
“Freshman” on the naked backs of cer- 
tain members of that class, and depositing 
the young men thus decorated from a coach 
in the heart of the city. Other merry jests 
consisted of street encounters between 
members of rival classes, ending in a 
copious flow of blood, and a variety of other 
forms of hazing, the point of which in near- 
ly every case was to leave the victim physi- 
eally disabled, a joke which the dullest intel- 
lect can appreciate was of the most subtle 
and entertaining character. But the police 
here as in Cambridge, bent on an autocratic 
exercise of their petty authority, marred the 
sport by dragging off to jail three of the 
principals of the more disastrous contests. 
As ill luck decreed the three were the most 
burly of the class, who were physically 
qualified to keep up the genial exhibition 
as long as theré was a rival’s head to break 
and whose good intentions in this respect 
had been thoroughly demonstrated. They 
were released on the payment of fines, to be 
sure, but it cannot be expected they will 
renew their exquisite violence with any- 
thing like their former ardor, It is too ob- 
vious to require any explanations that the 
refined instincts of these young men must 
be somewhat brutalized by such official col- 
lisions with policemen and jails. Some- 
thing should be done to prevent their fre- 
quent recurrence, and if it be found impos- 
sible to persuade the police to remain pas- 
sive it may be necessary even to take some 
action to, force the college students them- 
selves to refrain from their chosen pastimes 
in order that there may be no legal justifi- 
eation for this unpleasant mixing of dis- 
cordant elements. 


IT WOULD BE A DANGEROUS PRECEDENT. 

A resolution has been offered in the Board 
of Education, and referred to the proper 
committee, exempting Francis W. Parker, 
principal of the Cook County Normal 
School, and Theresa L. McGuire, head of 
the Illinois Training School for Teachers, 
from the usual examinations preliminary 
to issuing principals’ certificates, and also 
proposing that all assistant principals who 
have been in the service for eight years shall 
have grammar school principals’ certificates 
without the customary examination. It is 
to be hoped that the committee will squelch 
this mischievous resolution. If it should 
report it favorably it is to be hoped the board 
itself will promptly defeat it. 

If there were no other reasons for the de- 
feat of this resolution—and there are plenty 
of them—it should be sufficient cause for 
its rejection that it would make an odious 
discrimination and set up a dangerous prece- 
dent. The rules of the board require ex- 
amination as a preliminary to the issue of 
certificates and there is no good reason why 
any one should be exempted. Col. Parker 
and Miss McGuire may be qualified for the 
position of principal, but if they were the 
receptacles of all the educational lore of all 
the ages and knew as much about teaching 
as Pestalozzi, Froebel, Horace Mann, and 
Commissioner Harris combined, still as a 
matter of fairness and justice they should 
be made to pass the examination, as wellas 
the eight-year assistant principals. If they 
are qualified it will do no harm for them to 
attest their qualifications. They should 
have no advantage over the humblest candi- 
date in the ranks, All should stand upon 
the same plane and take their chances alike. 
Otherwise a favored class will be created 
to the disadvantage of other applicants and 
in time to the detriment of the school sys- 
tem. The Board of Education should main- 


tain its rule and except no one from its 


operation. 


ALTGELD NO BIMETALLIST. 

Gov. Altgeld says in an interview he 
thinks the “ St. Louis convention will adopt 
a money plank that may mean anything” 
and that will “ contain a lot of verbiage to 
fool the masses.” He may have read the 
combination tariff and currency plank 
printed in THe Trisune yesterday, and 
have concluded that it will be adopted. 

He says also that the Chicago Democratic 
convention “will adopt an out-and-out, 
square-toed bimetallic plank.” The Gov- 
ernor speaks as one having authority, but 
he is not telling the truth, and he knows he 
is not. 

No “ bimetallic” plank possible to put in 
force will be adopted at Chicago, for the 
convention will demand free coinage of sil- 
ver ut a false ratio, and that is not “ bimetal- 
lism” by a long way, but is silver mono- 
metallism. | 

The commercial ratio now of gold and 


| silver is about 30 to 1, but the Democratic 


delegates at Chicago will not demand free 
coinage at that ratio, but at 16 to 1, which 


¢ | represents a | worth only 52 or 58 
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mercial value all the time, or the under- 
valued dollar will not circulate and the 
cheaper one will crowd it out. That is al- 
ways the result. Altgeld does not want to 
put a gold dollar’s worth of silver in the 
silver dollar, for then there would be no 
cheap silver dollars to cheat people with. 

There can be bimetallism.with the gold 
standard, for silver can be held up by the 
tail by gold. This country has had that 
kind of bimetallism for nearly twenty years. 
It has as much gold-supported silver as it 
has gold—some 500 millions of each. The 
pallid rays of the cold and silver moon shine 
on this country, but they are reinforced by 
the yellow beams of the golden, genial sun. 
It is the real light-giver. 

But Altgeld does not want that kind of 
bimetallism which exists now, because it 
makes the silver dollar too good. Of course 
he does not. What he wants is a cheap 
silver monometallism. When the silver 
standard is adopted bimetallism is impos- 
sible unless the weight of the silver dollar is 
doubled or that of the gold dollar reduced 
one-half. Altgeld knows that. For silver 
cannot hold up gold above its own commer- 
cial value, as gold does silver. The inferior 
cannot support the superior, and as no 100 
cent gold would circulate with a 50-cent 
silver standard dollar under any circum- 
stances, the currency would not be bimetal- 
lic but silver monometallism. Altgeld is as 
well aware of that fact as any man in the 
State of Illinois. 

How long does this silver monometallist 
mean to call himself a“ bimetallist,” or 
claim that the free silverites are for bi- 
metallism? He can deceive only weak- 
minded, silly people. All intelligent men 
know he is asserting what is false. Noman 
is a bimetallist who wants 50-cent dollars 
to trot in harness with 100-cent dollars. 
It is nonsense to talk about it.

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THE trial of Mrs. Fleming for murder in 
New York has reached the expert testimony 
stage, and as usual in cases of this sort ex- 
actly opposite conclusions will be drawn 
from the same statement of facts.

REFORM IN SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 


Council Committee Considers the Real 
Estate Board's Ordinance. 

The Council Committee on Special Assess- 
ments yesterday took up for consideration 
the Real Estate Board ordinance for the reg- 
ulation of work to be done, in whole or in 
part, by special assessment. The ordinance 
was introduced into the Council by Ald. 
Madden and referred to the Corporation 
Counsel. The ordinance considered yester- 
day was that coming from the Corporation 
Counsel. After a long consideration it was 
referred for action to a future meeting. 
George Birkhoff and the members of the 
Committee on Public Service of the Real 
Estate Board were present. Mr. Birkhoff 
said the ordinance received the hearty sanc- 
tion of the Real Estate Board. The one im- 
portant item, to his mind, was that all or- 
ders or ordinances for special assessment 
should be referred to the committee and the 
property-owners be given an opportunity to 
present their case before that body. 
Judge Carter, who was present by request, 
addressed the committee. He said: “I am 
in favor of this ordinance. There are many 
improvements put in which should never 
occur. If a committee of the Council would 
hear these objections and pass upon them 
as fair and proper the assessments would not 
be made.” 
Judge Carter then cited intsances where 
water service pipes were ordered where the 
water mains had not been laid in the streets, 
and street improvements on the surface or- 
dered where the improvements under the 
Surface had not been made. 
A great part of the work done by special 
assessment,“ he continued, should be paid 
out of the money of the public, which is re- 
ceiving the benefit. In many cases the as- 
sessments collected amount almost to con- 
fiscation of the property. I have cut down 
estimates of the Special Assessment De- 
partment 33 per cent, and yet the city offi- 
cilals would tell me the balance would fully 
cover the work. To my mind the present 
system isa farce. There should bea special 
assessment bureau in connection with the 
County Court, and the people thus given an 
opportunity to be heard. The rebate sya- 
tem is an evil.’’ 
Ald. Greenacre moved the recommenda- 
tion of the ordinance. This was withdrawn, 
however. It was finally decided to postpone 
the matter for further consideration. 


MRS. HULL’S RESOLUTIONS OPPOSED. 


Examinations Are Considered Con- 
ducive to Efficiency of Teachers. 
The resolutions offered in the Board of 
Education last Wednesday night by Mrs. 
Hull, dispensing with examinations in the 
promotions of teachers to principalships in 
the public schools and making promotions 
turn solely on the length of service, meets 
with condemnation among the officers of the 
board.

VIEW THE GREAT CANAL. 


GUESTS FROM AFAR VIEW CHICAGO’S 
GREAT WATERWAY. 


Members of e State Boards of Health 
in National Conference Are Euter 
tained and Instructed by President 
Eckhart of This City’s Sanitary Dis- 
trict—Morning Session Precedes an 
Afternoon Excursion—Evening Dis- 
cussions at the Auditorium. 

A brief session of the national conference 
of the State Boards of Health was held yes- 
terday morning at the Auditorium, and in 
the afternoon the delegates were guests of 
the Sanitary District Trustees on a tour of 
inspection of the drainage canal. 


A feature of the afternoon expedition was 
an address by President B. F. Eckhart of the 


Board of Trustees, giving the history of the | 


canal and explaining the stupendous under- 
taking in its commercial features. 

The engineering problems involved were 
explained on the spot by the chief engineer 
of the district, Isham . 

An evening session was held at the Audi- 
torlum, which was marked by extended dis- 
cussion. 

At the morning session a paper was read 
by Dr. Gardner.T. Swarts of Rhode Island 
on ‘the question proposed by the Provincial 
Board of Health of Ontario, How may 
cities obtain potable water when compelled 
to depend upon rivers polluted by the sewage 
for their supply?’ The discussion which 
followed was participated in by Drs. Hewitt, 
Brice, Probst, Cochran, and Lee. 

Evils of Expectoration. 

At the evening session at the Auditorium 
the question proposed by the Provincial 
Board of Health of New Brunswick, What 
Precautions Should Be Taken on Railroad 
Trains to Prevent the Spread of Tubercu- 
losis?” was opened by Dr. Baxter T. 
Smelzer of New York. This brought forth 
animated discussion on the question of 
stopping the practice of expectoration in 
public conveyances, which was unanimously 
condemned as one of the worst nuisances 
of today. 

A discussion was opened by Dr. James A. 
Stewart of Maryland on the subject: “ Is it 
Necessary to Use Isolation, Placarding, or 
Other Quarantine Restrictions in the Pre- 
vention of Typhiod-Fever?” And the fol- 
lowing, proposed by the Executive commit- 
tee: “Should the State and Provincial 
Boards of Health Have Supervision and Be 
Responsible for the Purity of Antitoxins 
Manufactured or Used: Within Their Re- 
spective States or Provinces?” the discus- 
sion of which was opened by Dr. C. A. 
Lindsley of Connecticut. 

The convention will open this morning at 
9 o’clock with the discussion of more techni- 
cal subjects, followed: by the annual elec- 
tion of officers, which will close the session. 

President Eckhart Talks. 

On the afternoon excursion President Eck- 
hart expressed to the board’s guests his 
pleasure at having the opportunity to ex- 
plain what Chicago has undertaken in the 
drainage canal and what in the way of 
accomplishment is expected. 

“After great deliberation,” said he, “a 
measure was finally passed by the Legisla- 
ture of 1889 providing for the organization 
of a municipality, which is unique in the 
history of municipal organizations. Under 
that act the sanitary district of Chicago was 
organized. 

The work of construction has been pros- 
ecuted vigorously, and the excavation of the 
main channel will be completed by the close 
of the year,-the 222 portion of the sec- 
tions being already finished. There has been 
expended by the Sanitary District since its 
organization, for all purposes, about $20,- 
50,000. Of this amount about $13,500,000 
has been paid out for construction, about 
$2,500,000 for right of way. To meet these 
expenditures it has raised by taxation over 
8,250,000, and $12,000,000 by sales of bonds, 
and received about $150,000 interest on de- 
posits. The entire cost of the channel will 
be about $25,000,000. 

We have yet before us the duty of pro- 
viding the amount of water for the channel 

called for by the sanitary district act. 

While Chicago feels that in making so 

great an expenditure as is involved in the 
completion of this work the city is building 
for all time and erecting a monument to the 
enterprise of her citizens, she looks forward 
to it as destined to be a part of a great com- 
mercial highway through the State of IIli- 
nois which shall cheapen transportation, 
give better access to markets, and form an- 
other link in the commercial intercourse of 
the States of our Union.”

END IN REORGANIZATION, 


Belief Is Growing That Such Will Be 
the Outcome of Present Negotia- 
tions—New Expense in Elevating 
Tracks — Clearing-House Associa- 
tion Adopts New Rules—Steel Car 
Building by the Universal Con- 
struction Company. 

From the present position of Alley “L” 
affairs there seems to be no doubt of the re- 
organization of the road and that without 
delay. The extension bondholders have 
definitely determined to reorganize the pro- 
tective committee and to have a new com- 
mittee which will not number Joseph Leiter 
or L. Z. Leiter among its members. Eighty 
per cent of all the bonds have been pledged 
to the support of those members of the com- 
mittee who are in favor of reorganizing the 
road under a plan which is practically that 
laid out by the first mortgage bondholders’ 
committee. William B. Walker, who is a 
member of the present extension bondhold- 
ers’ committee, has been interviewing the 
bondholders and has asked them to sign an 
agreement to become parties to a new agree- 
ment with a new committee. He has the 
signatures of the owners of more than 2,400 
of the 3,000 bonds, and as Mr. Leiter is the 
owner of only 240 bonds he will not be able 
to hamper the committee in its efforts to 
come to a settlement with the first mortgage 
committee and with the capitalists who will 
underwrite the assessment on the stock 
when the plan is finally formulated. The 
basis of a settlement is practically on the 
lines laid down by the first mortgage com- 
mittee and will give to the holders of the 
first mortgage bonds par in new bonds 
and to ‘the holders of the extension 
bonds 60 per cent of the face of 
their holdings. The two classes of bond- 
holders will receive preferred stock for 
back interest in the same ratio, the full 
amount due to first mortgage holders and 
60 per cent to the extension holders. The 
stockholders will be ealled upon for an as- 
sessment of $25 a share, which will give the 
company a total of $1,875,000 with which to 
build extensions of the present lines to the 
Stock-Yards and to Englewood, to equip the 
road with electricity, and also to build a 
connection with the Union Loop. The esti- 
mates of the members of the committee 
are that the sum named will put the road on 
a paying basis. It will put it in a way to 
operate for a small per cent of the present 
cost, and the extensions will give it a great 
increase in passenger traffic and will enable 
it to tap territory which it does not now 
reach and which, it is expected, will prove 
remunerative. 

Must Elevate Its Tracks. 


There is one expense, however, to which 
the road is likely to be put which) has not 
been taken into consideration in the esti- 
mates which have been prepared. That is 
the cost of elevating the tracks of the com- 
pany over the tracks of the St. Charles Air 
line at Sixteenth street. The ordinance for 
the elevation of the St. Charles Air line was 
introduced at the last meeting of the City 
Council. If it is passed and is carried into 
execution the Alley L' will be compelled 
to elevate its tracks so as to pass over the 
others. This will mean the practical re- 
building of the line for nearly a quarterofa 
mile on either side of the railroad crossing. 
A conservative estimate of the cost of this 
work is not less than $250,000. It is believed, 
however, the cost of equipping the line with 
electricity and of building the two extensions 
can be reduced so as to include the elevation 
of the tracks in the original estimate of 
$1, 875, OOO. 

All the security holders with the exception 
of Mr. Leiter and a few small holders are in 
favor of a speedy reorganization on peac- 
able lines. They recognize the result of a 
‘legal fight could not be reached under twelve 
months, and they seem disposed to settle on 
the terms to be dictated by the holders of 
the first mortgage bonds rather than risk a 
fight. Thereis yet to be arranged the under- 
writing of the assessment on the stock. 
Some time ago the plan of reorganization 
seemed likely to be accepted, and at that 
time the arrangements had been made to 
underwrite the assessment on the stock in 
New York. The present * ‘ly “ 

sed reorganization ar cally e 
— as when the Few York syndicate 
agreed to underwrite it, and it is believed the 
men who composed the original syndicate 
could be induced to go in again on practic- 
ally the same lines. If this can be accom- 
plished the reorganization of the Alley L 
seems assured at the present time. 


New Clearing-House Rules. 


The Chicago Clearing-House Association 
has taken important action in the matter 
of drafts or checks taken for collection. 
A circular has been issued by the associa- 
tion to its members setting forth the action 
to be taken and the necessity forit. A meet- 
‘ing will be held today to formally ratify 
the circular and to make it binding upon 
members. In the circular the following are 
some of the changes: 

Resolved, That the members of the Chi- 
cago Clearing-House Association do hereby 
agree that on and after July 1, 1896, they will 
not receive for collection or for deposit any 
checks, bills of exchange, or other items 
having thereon qualified or restrictive in- 
dorsements, such as for collection,’ or for 
‘account of,’ unless on such items there is the 
guarantee of the party sending them that 
the amount and all indorsement thereon are 
correct and genuine. 

„ Resolved, That Sec. 22 of the by-laws 
be so amended as to read as follows: 

„All checks and other items on any mem- 
ber of this association presented for payment 
through the clearing house exchanges shall 
be stamped by the bank presenting same 
with the words: * Paid through the Chicago 
Clearing-House to ——’ (name of member to 
be hereon inserted), with the date theron, 
in lieu ‘of written indorsements; and the 
bank using such stamp, to the same extent 
when acting as a collecting agent for others 
only as when acting on its own account as 
the owner of the item, thereby guarantees 
that all previous indorsements are genuine, 
authorized, and in due form; and the bank 


| using such stamp, to the same extent when 


acting as a collecting agent.for others as 
when acting on its own account as the owner 
of the item, thereby guarantees that the 
amount by it collected is the true amount 
collectible on such item.” 

The Universal Construction company, 
which is an offshoot of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany, has begun the manufacture of steel 
cars under the Pennock patents.

The Universal Construction company 
has 314 men on its pay-rolls at the present 
time and it is getting a fair amount of orders 
for structural steel. W. R. Sterling, Presi-

NEW YORK, June 11.— Though considerably 
less active than yesterday, the stock market today 
was firm throughout and a decidedly more cheerful 
sentiment prevailed. The factors governing the 
market included the anticipations of the adjourn- 
ment of Congress today and the absence thus far 
of evidence eonfirming the estimates of probable 
large shipments of gold to Europe on Saturday. 
The fact that London did not participate int e

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


LOCAL PACKERS CHARGE OFFICIALS 
WITH DISCRIMINATION. 


Chicago and Northwestern and Chi- 
cago and St. Paul Said to Le Foster- 
ing Concerns on Their Lines Hos- 
tile to Establishments in This City 
—Prospect of Trouble—Western 
Companies Discuss Advisability of 
Organizing a Trafiic Trust. 

Chicago packers evince a resentful spirit 
towards the Chicago and Northwestern and 


Chicago and St. Paul roads for having re- 


duced rates on packing-house products from 
Iowa points to Chicago below the rates on 
live hogs. The action of these roads in thus 
discriminating against Chicago interests 
seems inexplicable and hints are thrown out 
that they are interested in the building up 
of packing-houses at points on their lines 
in Iowa. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission 
about two years ago ruled that the railroads 
could not legally make higher rates on live 
hogs than on packing-house products, and 
rates were established in accordance with 
that decision. If rates are not at once re- 
vised to conform with the commission’s or-, 
der the Chicago Freight Bureau and Packer 
Hately and others, at whose instance the 
commission made its ruling, will again com- 
— proceedings against the offending

In the meantime, the Rock Island and 
other Iowa lines are making strenuous ef- 
forts to stop the discrimination by reducing 
rates on live hogs to the figures made on

MAY ORGANIZE A TRAFFIC TRUST. 


Western Roads Discuss Advisability 
of Imitating Eastern Lines. 
Executive officers of the Western roads 


“have been in session at the Rookery trying 


to effect an arrangement whereby uniform 
rates can be better maintained than they 
have been heretofore. The Western trunk 
line pool has proved an utter failure, and 
it has been found impossible to bring about 
an evening up of percentages by existing 
methods. 

The Milwaukee and St. Paul and Chicago 
Great Western roads have run far ahead 
of their allotted percentages, and the roads 
which failed to secure their share of the 
business refuse to obey the agreement any 
longer unless their shortage is made g 
to them. 

A proposition is under consideration to 
abandon both the Western trunk line pool 
and the Western Freight Association, and 
instead form an organization similar to the’ 
Eastern joint traffic trust, whereby the 
traffic affairs of the roads are under the 
absolute control of a Board of Managers 
composed of a traffic official of each of the 
interested roads. There are many objec- 
tions, however, to this plan.

THE 


FIRST SESSION OF THE FIFTY- 
& FOURTH, CONGRESS ENDS. 


Crowded Galleries Watch a Few Score 
of Congressmen Kill Time While 
Waiting for the Hour of Adjourn- 

ment to Arrive—Illinois Better 
Represented at the Close than Any 
Other State in the Union—Wash- 
ington News. 5 

Washington, D. C., June 11.— [Special. — 

The first session of the Fifty- fourth Con- 

gress adjourned at 4 p. m. today. 

It looked more like an opening than the 
closing of a session of Congress 80 far as 

„the House galleries were concerned today, 
while down upon the floor of the Represent- 

- ative Chamber a hundred Congressmen were 
engaged in killing time or writing letters. 

There was a continued buzz indicative of 
interest and excitement in the galleries, how- 
ever, and the spectators were on the tiptoe 
of expectation that somthing unusual might 
happen to reward them for their patience 
and vigil lasting five hours. 

„ Illinois was better represented in the clos- 
ing hours of the session than any other 
State in the Union, among its Representa- 
tives in-attendance being Belknap and Cooke 
of Chicago, while tie country districts were 
represented by Messrs. Cannon, Warner, 
Murphy, Groff, Rinaker, Connolly, Marsh, 


and Prince. 
Leaders Stick It Out. 


Some of the other Republican leaders in 
the House who staid until the last were 
Chairman Dingley of the Ways and Means 
committee, Boutelle of Naval Affairs, and 
Walker of Banking and Currency, all New- 
Englanders; Dalzell, Grow, and C. W. Stone 
of Pennsylvania; Dave Mercer of Omaha, 
Linton of Michigan, Herman and Ellis of 
Oregon, the latter recently elected by a 
close shave over a Populist aspirant for his 
seat in Congress, and Newlands, the Ne- 


vada silverite. 1 
Speaker Reed was as calm and dignified as 
usual, and when not engaged in settling 
questions of priority for the consideration 
‘ of measures in the interests of beloved con- 
stituents he was receiving farewell calls 
from members of the House. One of the lat- 
ter, who is something of an artist, made a 
pen and ink sketch of the Speaker and gave 
it to him asa souvenir. It was a good like- 
ness and the Speaker laughed and nodded 
his head approvingly. Up in the private gal- 
lery sat Mrs. Reed and her daughter, Miss 
Kittle, both of whom took the deepest in- 
terest in the episode which was transpiring 
at the desk of the Speakcr. 
Representative Marsh of Illinois created a 
laugh at the close of impassioned partisan 
addresses by Maguire of California and 
Bailey of Texas by asking the House to do 
its duty by an old soldier. He had a bill to 
— an honorable discharge to Christopher 
‘olumibus Cummings, and no objection was 
raised when the Illinois Congressman 
for the passage of the bill. 


Few Senators Present. 


At no time during the proceedings of the 
Senate, which were broken up by executive 
sessions whenever they were deemed neces- 
sary, were more than a score of Senators 
on the floor, including Senators Cullom and 
Palmer of Illinois. Those who did put in an 
a ‘ance seemed to be busy closing up 
their correspondence and getting ready to 
leave the city, judging from the desk clean- 
ing out process, which was visible from the 
press 2 ery. It was reserved for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill to be the 
last of the regular appropriation measures 
signed by Vice-President Stevenson, and 
this seemed to be taken as an indication that 
the jig was up until next December. 


CLOSING HOURS IN SENATE. 


Immigration Bill to Have the Right of 
Way Next Session. 

Washington, D. C., June 11.—In the Senate 
tcday Mr. Sherman secured the passage of 
a House bill pensioning the widow of Gen. 
William H. Gibson of Ohio at $50 per month. 

The immigration bill, which had been dis- 
placed, was made the unfinished business. 
The effect is to give the bill the right of way 
when the December session begins. 

At 1 o'clock Mr. Sherman moved the ap- 
pointment o two Senators to accompany 
the Committee of the House to wait on the 
President. The Vice-President named Fen- 


ators Sherman and Smith. 

The Vice-President also announced the ap- 
pointment of Senators Harris, Faulkner, and 
McMillan as a committee to inquire into the 
charities of the District of Columbia, with® 
view to ascertaining the extent of sectarian 
control. The inquiry was provided for in the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill. 

Senators Sherman and Smith returned 
from the White House shortly after 3, and, 
standing together in the middle aisle, Mr. 
Sherman read a brief report, stating that, in 
response to an inquiry, the President had 
stated that he had no further business to 
communicate to Congress. 

Mr. Harris [Dem., Tenn.] offered resolu- 
tions expressing the thanks of the Senate 
to Mr. ye of Maine, President pro tem., 
for the uniform courtesy and ability with 
which he had presided over the Senate. A 
similar resolution of thanks to Vice-Presi- 
dent Stevenson for his dignified and im- 
partial service as presiding officer was 
offered by Mr. Allison. Both resolutions 
were unanimously adopted. 

A few moments before ene hour set for 
adjournment the Vice-President rapped the 
Senate to order and said: a 

“Senators, I am deeply touched by the 
resolutions personal to myself adopted by 
the Senate. It has been my earnest en- 
dea vor impartially to execute the rules pre- 
scribed for the guidance of this body. For 
the aid you have so generously given me in 
the discharge of the duties that pertain to |. 
this office, as well as for the courtesy unſ- 
formly shown me, I am profoundly grate- 


ful.”

APPROPRIATIONS HALF A BILLION. 


Shortest, Long Session a Costly One for 
Uncle Sam's Strong Box. 

Washington, D. C., June 11.—[{Special.J— 
Uncle Sam would have been compelled to go 
down in*his strong box for more than half a 
billion dollars if all the amounts had been 
appropriated for which estimates were made 
during the first session of the Fifty-fourth 


Congress. 

According to a statement prepared by 
Chairman Cannon from the Committee on 
Appropriations the amount of each of the 
appropriation bills as passed by the House 
aggregated $505,079,410. As an offset, how- 
ever, it was estimated that the Postoffice 
Department revenue for the ensuing year 
would approximate $90,000,000, rendering it 
necessary for an appropriation of about 
$415,000,000 in round numbers for the sup- 
port of the government. 

Included in this estimate, however, there 
are what are known as the permanent an- 
nual appropriations, which amount to $119,- 
054,100 for the sinking fund, payment of in- 
terest, and other items which are not speci- 
fied in the appropriation bill. 

Six of the regular appropriation bills, in- 
cluding all deficiencies, are assigned to the 
charge of the Committee on Appropriations, 
and all these bills were reported and passed 
by the House by April 20, 1896. In their 
preparation the committee took nearly 900 
printed pages of testimony, including the 
examination of more than 250 public officials 
and other persons who appeared before the 
committee to explain the estimates for pub- 
lic expenditures. The regular annual ap- 
propriation bills in charge of the Committee 
on Appropriations and other committees of 
the House, including the river and harbor 
bill and all deficiencies, amounted as passed 
by the House to $384,468,774; as passed by 
the Senate they were increased to $407,280,- 
948; as finally agreed upon by the two Houses 
they appropriated $396,301,476. 

The permapent annual appropriations, in- ) 
cluding sinking fund and interest on the 
public debt, amounted to $119,054,160, the 
appropriations made in miscellaneous acts 

15,024, making the grand total of the ap- 
propriations for the session $505,670,660, de- 
ducting the estimated postal revenue of $90,- 
000,000, leaving the total amount necessary 
to be provided $415,670,660. According to 
figures compiled from the appropriation bill 
the details from the various appropriations 
are given in the following table. In the first 
statement are the estimates for cash appro- 
priations, while the second statement shows 
the contracts which it is proposed to con- 
tinue. These amount to nearly $85,000,000, 
and with the $415,000,000 of cash appropria- 
tions will bring the obligations of Uncle Sam 
for the first session of the Fifty-fourth Con- 
up to the half-billion mark. The figures in 
detail are as follows:

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CALLANEW CONVENTION. 


FIRST DISTRICT REPUBLICANS COM- 
PLAIN OF IRREGULARITY. 


Daniel J. Horan, Peter J. Laas, and R. 
M. Patterson Take Steps to Straight- 
en Out a Perplexing Tangle—The 
Trouble Is the Result of a Split Two 
Years Ago—Story of the Difficulty 
and the Measures to Bring About a 


Remedy. 

Daniel J. Horan, Peter J. Laas, and R. M. 
Patterson have called another Republican 
convention in the First Senatorial District 
to nominate candidates for the Legislature. 
Thereby hangs an interesting story. 

Back of it exists a condition of things 
which puts the Republican party of this dis- 
trict in a peculiar position. Two sets of com- 
mitteemen are trying to run things. Both of 
them were created by conventions held two 
years ago. At that time there was a split. 

Contesting delegations from the First, Sec- 
ond, and Fifth Wards left Freiberg’s Hall 
in Twenty-second street and went to another 
place, where they held a rump convention 
and put up a ticket The nominees of that 
econveation were Stephen A. Douglas, for 
Senator; William H. King and William F. 
Laub, for members of the Lower House. 

The other and what was then termed the 
„regular convention, named P. V. Fitz- 
patrick as its candidate for Senator, and 
William E. Kent of the Fifth Ward for Rep- 
resentative. It gave the Democrais the 
benefit of two candidates for the House, 
while the other faction was only willing to 
grant them one. ' 

Committees from both conventions went 
before the State Central committee with a 
contest for recognition. The committee 
rather favored the bolting crowd. This ele- 
ment elected as its District committee E. R. 
Brainard, D. J. May, and John Lyons. The 
regulars selected E. R. Brainard, Daniel J. 
Horan, and Peter J. Laas, | 

Regular Ticket Recognized. 

The case was finally taken before the State 
Board of Review and that body recognized 
the ticket nominated by the regular conven- 
tion as the authorized Republican ticket. 
This action, therefore, established the Cen- 
tral committee, composed of E. R. Brainard, 
Daniel J. Horan, and Peter J. Laas, as the 
authorized and regular party committee. 
But when the calls were being issued last 
February for district conventions to be held 
on the same day the county convention 
was held, the call for this district was is- 
sued by D. J. May, John Lyons, andi J. R. 
B. Van Cleave. The latter acted on a proxy 
from Mr. Brainard, committeeman for the 
First Ward. 

The convention nominated William II. 
King and William F. Laub for members of 
the Lower House. It also selected a new 
Central committee, composed of Charies 
Wauthier, D. J. May, and John Lyons. Sub- 
sequently, and at the time of the South 
Town convention, a second district conven- 
tion was held. Daniel J. May says it was 
called by E. R. Brainard, John Lyons, and 
himself. He claims that he acted on that 
occasion as the representative of Daniel J. 
Horan. 

He says Horan entered into dn agreement 
then that if this convention would make 
him committeeman again he would be en- 
tirely satisfied and not participate in a call 
for any other convention, Mr. May also de- 
clares that upon his motion Horan was made 
committeeman, and thatthe new committee 
then selected consisted of Charles Wauthier, 
Daniel J. Horan, and John Lyons. The con- 
vention nominated Charles Wauthier and 
Mr. Laub for the Legislature. 


Conventions Deemed Illegal. 


Mr. King had withdrawn to run for Alder- 
man. In all these transactions it will be 
discovered that Peter J. Laas, member of the 
old regular committee, was ignored. Horan 
asserts, too, that he never gave his proxy to 
May, and that both of the conventions were 
irregular and illegal because they were not 
called by committees having authority to 
issue calls That is the reason, therefore, 
why he and Peter J. Laas and R. M. Patter- 
son have now called another convention. 

There is nothing on record anywhere to 
show how Patterson became a committee- 
man. The anti-Horan faction makes the 
charge that this move is done in the interest 
of the Democratic party. While the call 
says For the purpose of nominating candi- 
dates for the General Assembly,”’ it is said 
the intention is to nominate only one candi- 
date. It is furthermore alleged that John 
Horan, brother of the committeeman, is to 
be the man, and that the campaign will be 
conducted in a sort of friendly alliance with 
the Democrats of the district, who will put 
up two candidates. 

From the fact that the silver element of 
this party is gloating a good deal over the 
prospect of sending two free silver legisla- 
tors to Springfield from the First District 
next winter, there seems to be a good deal of 
foundation for the story. 

The new convention is to be held on Satur- 


day. June 20, at some hall to be designated

Why, it’s as bad as wild mint and is strong 
enough to poison any whisky or brandy 
ever made. We get our mint from Capt. 
Parker's farm Springbanks at Oconomo- 
woc.“ 

“Southerners always claim the mint 
grown down South is better than anything 
they can get here,” said Phil McDonald at 
the Pan-American. ‘‘ Maybe it’s because 
they have been prejudiced by getting hold of 
some of that brown, tough mint grown in 
Michigan. Nearly all the mint used in Chi- 
cago is furnished by a woman up in Lake 
View. She comes in every morning witha 
fresh supply and she makes a good thing 
out of it.“ 

Michigan mint? Aber nit. Weraise our 
won mint on our farm,” said Charles Gilbert 
at the Masonic Temple. I believe the julep 
will be just as popular as ever when hot 
weather returns. People drink fewer vari- 
eties now, but Manhattan and Martini cock- 
tails are called for twice as often here as 
straight whisky or high balls.“

LAKE SHORE PROPERTY-OWNERS 
VICTORIOUS IN THEIR SUIT. 


Supreme Court in Springfield Sustains 
the Decision of Judge Windes of 
the Circuit Court and Residents of 
the North Town Are Jubilant Over 
the Result of the Litigation—Final 
Outcome of the O’Toole Case. 


The Supreme Court in Springfield yester- 
day affirmed the judgment of Judge Windes 
of the Circuit Court in the case of the People 
ex rel. against Charles T. Kirk and others, 
Commissioners of Lincoln Fark and others. 
This case was on information brought by 
the Attorney-General against the Commis- 
sioners of Lincoln Park and the owners of 
the land adjacent to the shores of Lake 
Michigan, between Ohio and Oak streets, in 
Chicago for the purpose of canceling cer- 
tain contracts entered into between the 
Park Commissioners and the property-own- 
ers for the extension of the Lake Shore 
drive from Oak street to Ohio street, entered 
into under act of 1889, and for the purpose 
of having removed the filling, breakwaters, 
and extension of the drive already made 
under such contract. 

George W. Smith, who was attorney for 
the shore owners north of Pearson street, 
and who began the fight for the property- 
owners, was about the first to receive notice 
of the victory by a brief telegram, and by 
night most of the others interested had also 
heard the news. By Mr. Smith it was looked 
upon as another recognition of the riparian 
rights which have been recognized by the 
courts ever since there were sand banks 
and Attorneys-General to quarrel over them. 
The value of the lands as estimated in the 
Attorney-General’s information is placed 
at over $20,000,000. Thirty acres of the land 
will go to the city park system, and fifteen 
acres to streets and alleys. The share of 
the Lake-Shore drive residents is about 
thirty-two acres. 

Decision was also rendered in the James J. 
O’Toole case. Information in the nature of 
& quo warranto was filed by the State’s- 
Attorney of Cook County on the relation of 
Charles C. McDougal against James J. 
O’Toole, the appellee, charging him with 
usurping the office of Justice of the Peace for 
the Town of Lake in Chicago. The case was 
submitted to the court without a jury on an 
agreed statement of facts. The finding was 
for the appellee, and an appeal was taken to 
the Appellate Court, where the judgment 
was aflirmed. 


WORK FOR HOMELESS CHILDREN. 


Conference of the National Home So- 
ciety Begins at the Sher- 
man House. 


The annual conference of the district and 
State superintendents of the National! Chil- 
dren’s Home Society began yesterday morn- 
ing at the Sherman House. 

The Rev. George A. Hoover called the con- 
ference to order. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. L. P. Ludden of Lincoln, Neb., and the 
Rev. John Woodbridge of this city, who is 
the President of the association, made the 
opening address. He sketched the work of 
the association during its organization and 
spoke of the gradual progress being made 
in all the States of the Union. He called the 
attention of his hearers to the fact that it 
was only by constant attention to the needs 
of the children of the country that the work 
could be carried on. 

He was followed by W. 8. R. Burnette, the 
district and State superintendent at Des 
Moines, Ia., who spoke at length on the ben- 
efit of district organizations. Papers were 
read by Dr. Amos Barlow of St. Joseph, 
Mich., and the Rev. E. P. Quivey of Omaha, 
Neb. 

The afternoon session was opened by a 
discussion on The Advantages of the Local 
Advisory Board for the Protection of Chil- 
dren,“ led by Mrs. A. M. Wilcox. An ad- 
dress on the Supervision of Children After 
Placement was delivered by Dr. Philip W. 
Ayers, and an address was also delivered by 
A. O. Wright, Madison, Wis. The question 
of The Transfer of Children from One 
State to Another was treated by the Rev. 
O. 8. Marrow, Topeka, Kas., who emphasized 
the necessity of recognizing the legal rights 
of the child. 

At the evening session the different meth- 
ods of child-saving throughout the country 
were described by.A. O. Wright. The bene- 
fits of the Children’s Home-Finder, the offi- 
cial organ of the society, were discussed by 
the Rev. F. M. Elliot of Louisville, Ky., and 
the Rev. E. P. Savage of St. Paul, Minn. 

This morning the business meeting of the 
society will be called to order for the elec- 
tion of officers at 9 o'clock.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 
POP SEE 


In a suit brought against the Milwaukee Me- 
chanics’ under a policy which provided that the 
procuring of additional insurance, without the 
indorsement of the company. voided the insurance 
contract, the decision of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court in favor of the plaintiff depended on the 
written statement of concurrent.date attached to 
the policy. 

The statement was as follows: 

If at the time of the fire the whole amount 
of insurance on the property covered by the policy 
be less than 80 per cent of the actual cash value 
thereof, defendant should be Mable for only such 
portion of the damage as the amount insured by 
the policy bears to the 80 per cent of the cash 
value.“ 

It was held that the 80 per cent clause, attached 
to the policy, implied authorized additional in- 
surance. 

The case of the Rosebud Mining and Milling 
company against the Western Assurance of To- 
ronto, arising from a loss in the Cripple Creek fire, 
has been decided in favor of the defendant by 
the Colorado courts. The insurance involved 
amounted to $50,000, the Western Assurance hav- 
ing a policy for $6, When the claims were 
filed it was discove that false warrantees had 
been issued in the application for insurance. The 
companies other than the Western agreed on a 
90 per cent compromise, but the Western resisted 
payment and suit was instituted to recover the 


licy.

A valued policy bill has been introduced in the 
Louisiana Senate, and will probably be passed, 
which will materially affect the insurance busi- 
ness in that State. It provides that in all con- 
tracts of fire insurance entered into which are in- 
tended to take effect on property immovable by 
neture or destination, situated within the State, 
the insurer shall pay to the insured in case of 
total loss the total amount for which the prop- 
erty is in the policy or policies of insurance. It 
also provides that in the event of damage or par- 
tial loss the insurer shall pay the insured the full 
value of the policy or policies, not, however, in 
excess of the actual amount of damage sus- 
tained, and that any clause, condition, or pro- 
vision made in any policy of insurance subsequent 
to the promulgation of this act contrary to the 
provisions of the law —_ oe null and void.

Sent to the Judiciary committee a resolu- 
tion enforcing the ordinances requiring all 
vehicles carrying lights to keep them burn- 
ing at night. 

Referred to the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South an ordinance granting the 
City railway company permission to con- 
etruct a line in Fifty-first, from State street 
to Western avenue. 

Referred to the same committee an ordi- 
mance regranting permission to the Chicago 
General Electric railway company to lay a 
double track road in Wentworth avenue be- 
tween Twenty-second and Thirty-ninth 
streets. 

Passed an order calling upon the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works to report plans and 
specifications for the proposed viaduct con- 
necting the North and South Sides in St. 
Clair street. 

Passed an ordinance requiring the Pan- 
Handle railroad company to elevate its Rock- 
well street line. 

Sent to the Finance committee a resolution 
directing the Mayor to have a survey made 
of all city property now occupied by any cor- 
poration doing business in Chicago.
